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Advisory Action (continued) 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant 
argues that Sun does not show a magnetically anistotropic media but rather an isotropic media. 

The claims require "an easy axis of magnetization of said nanoparticles is oriented 
substantially parallel to a direction which is at a particular angle to said substrate surface." This 
is not the same thing as magnetic anisotropy. Sun meet this particular claim limitation because it 
discloses in-plane and perpendicular media. In the case of the perpendicular media, the easy 
axes are parallel to the direction which is at an angle of 90 degrees to the substrate surface. In 
the case of the in-plane media, the easy axes are in the direction which is at an angle of 0 degrees 
to the substrate surface. Both of these scenarios are within the scope of the claims. 

Applicant further argues that Sun fails to teach a crosslinking agent as claimed. 
Applicant maintains that the oleyl amine taught by Sun has "very low bridging ability." The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. Sun teaches the use of an oleyl amine in combination with oleic 
acid. Both compounds contain double bonds that are capable of crosslinking. The distinction 
Applicant makes between "high reactive" and "low reactive" is not persuasive with regard to 
claim 1 . Claim 1 does not limit the reactivity of the crosslinking agent therein. 

The examiner notes that claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims and submitted in a 
separate, timely filed amendment canceling all rejected claims. The claim is allowable over the 
closest prior art to Sun et al. Sun et al. fails to teach or suggest the specific crosslinking agents 
set forth in claim 4.
